And were theſe Duties of Children and 
Parents, Servants and Maſters, People and 
Rulers, ſincerely and fully obſerved, as they 
: ought to be, ſtrictly hy all in theſe ſeveral Re- 
lations; there would be no beginning of Strife, 
nor any gap opened for Cantention to break in 
among us. A juſt Senſe of Duty would keep 
all that are in Authority from ſtretching their 
Power beyond its due bounds, and tlie true 
Deſign for which it is given. And the ſame 
Senſe of Duty would prevent thoſe who are 
under Authority from putting in any ſuch ex- 
travagant Claim of Natural Right, as is in- 
conſiſtent with Government: And as Rulens 
ſhould not of themſelves ſtrain any ſuch Poims 
to the prejudice. of the whole: So ſhould n- 
one who pretends to regard them, put them 
upon it. For this is not only to the hurt ofithac 
Conſtitution towhich they belong, but of xfte 
Rulers themſehes: Whoſe: power they oftnar 
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', deflroythin adyancd;by taking it eff from is 
| command the Subjects Obedience. And 1 
belleve no ſerious Man do's think that they who 
agchviſed thoſe extraordinary Methods above- 
mentioned, deſerved well of the Crown. No 
more to be ſure did they Who grew ſo exceed- 
iüngly tender of their Legal and Natural Rights, 
as to turn every ſtep of the King's into a new 
Prodocation; and declared in the End, that 
they were not to be ſatisfied with any thing 
_ while he was ſuffered to Live. And therefore 
Mlen dught always to have ſo much jealouſy 
over themſelves, as to be afraid of running into 
any Extream of this Kind, which had in the 
Caſe before us ſo dreadful an Iſſue; and to 
leave off Contention if poſſibleibefore they are
